Captain Cleveland, who led the van of the Englith 
fquiadron, very Spiritedly began the action by engaging the 
fternmott of the enemy's line, but was almoft immediately 
called off by fignal from Mr. Graydon, who conceived 
himfelf precluded, by bis orders, from hazarding any ex- 
trancous encounter. “This affair has been already fully 
difeuifed, and the particulars of the ation related in the 
Jife of Mr. Graydon +. Captain Cleveland having ful- 
filled his inftruétions hy accompanying the vice-admiral t6 
the proper latitude, returned to Plymouth, where he'ar- 
rived in fafety sbout the latter end of April. As foon as 
he had taken on board a fufficient recruit of provifions 
and water, he was again ordered to fea, in company with 
the Orford, commanded by captain Norris, with whom he 
‘was to cruife in foundings for a few days, till the fleet, then 
ordered for the Mediterranean, under the command of fir 
Cloudefley Shovel fhould be ready to fail. Both thefe 
brave men wete fuccefsful, captain Norris in a very 
fhort time after he left Falmouth having captured, in 2 
very {mart action, a French hip of no mean force, and 
captain Cleveland a fecond, of inferior confequence 
indeed, for the enemy in order to lighten the fhip and fa~ 
cilitate their efcape, chofe rather to throw their guns into 
the fea than truft to a refiftance, or defence, which, to do’ 
them juftice, their inferiority muft have rendered futile.

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Captain Cleveland haying immediately afterwards 
joined the flect, failed for the Mediterranean,” where no~ 
thing in the fmalleit degree memorable occurred either to 
him, or, with the mott trivial exception, any other of the 
officers engaged in that fervice. In 1704 he returned to 
the Mediterranean under the command of fir G. Rooke, 
and bore 2 very ative as well as confpicuous part, both 
in the affault of Gibraltar and the battle off Malaga which 
followed, not long after. He was one of thofe come 
manders, who, in the latter engagement being obliged to 
quit the line for want of fhot*, a deficiency occafioned 
by his former expenditure before Gibrfltar, was after 
wards tried by a court-martial, which did ample juttice to 
his bravery and merit, by acquitting him in the moft ho~ 
nourable and unequivocal manner. We do not, how- 
ever, find any mention made of him in the fervice, after 
this time, till the year 1710, at which time he commanded 
thé Suffolk, one of the fquadron on the Mediterranean, 

tion. 

In the month of May, being then cruifing of Mefina, 
under the command of vice-admiral Baker, he had the 
good fortune jo capture a large French thip of war, cal~ 
Ted Le Galliard, pierced for fifty-fix guns, but mounting, 
when taken, ouly thirty-eight. This little fuccefs, trivial 
as it may appeac when compared with thofe mere {plen- 
did aions which happened in other quarters of the world, 
made no mean figure where it took place, owing to that 
general want of interelt which, after the year 1704, per- 
vaded all the operations of naval war, if they may be (aid 
to deferve that name, on the itation of which we are now 
fpeaking. After this time we are again ignorant as to any 

articulars of this gentleman's life till the year 1716, when 
fe accompanied fir J. Norris, who was fent with a fleet into 
the Baltic to chaflife the infolent conduct of the Swedes. 
When fir John returned to England in the month of No- 
vember he left Mr. Cleveland commodore of a {quadron, 
confifting of feyen fhips of war, with orders to aét in con=

to the trade and commerce of the allied nations, 

He went no more to fea after his return, but in the 
year 1718 was appointed comptroller of the ftore-keeper 
of the navy's accounts; an office, in which he continued 
till the year 1732; when he retired altogether from public 
life, on a pention fuitable to his rank and fervices. He 
died on the gth of June 1735. 

DOUGLAS, John,—having, in 1693, ferved as fourth 
lieutenant of the Duke, a fecond rate, on board which 
fhip Mr. Mitchell carried his flag as rcar-admiral of the 
blue in the main fleet; was afterwards promotcd to be 
fecond lieutenant of the fame thip; and was from that 
ftation advanced, on the 21lt of December 1694, to be 
‘captain of the Phoenix firefhip. No farther notice is ever 
taken of him, but that he died in England on the 16th of 
November 1697, not holding, at that time, any command. 

EATON, or EYTON, William,—is faid to have 
been, in the early part of his life, a commander of mnch 
note inthe merchant's fervice. Heafterwards diftinguifh~ 
ed himfelf very con{picuoufly as commander yf a private thip 
of war, employed, according to the cultom of thofe times, 
to cruife againft the Spaniards in the South Seas. This 
practice, which indeed had nothing to recommend it but the 
paltry hope of enriching a few aétive enterpriling indivi- 
duals, was not long after abolifhed by the interference 
of government. While thus employed captain Eaton, as 
well as many other men of character and virtue, his co- 
temporaries, though engaged in a fervice * not the 
mott honourable in the wah , always ftriétly maintained 
the reputation’ of an honeft, and traly liberal, as well as 
gallant man. He at laft entered into the navy, and, aftcr 
palling through the neceffary fubordinate flations, became, 
In the year 1693, firft licutenant of the Otfory, of ninety 
guns. © He was promoted fram this ftation, on the 13th 
Of February 1694, to be captain of the Jofeph frefhip.

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He had not, however, the fame opportunity and fuccefs 
in making himfelf remarkable in the royal navy that he had 
while formerly employed in a more humble {tation. He 
continued to command this velfel till the month of Au- 
guft 1695, when he was removed, at his own requeft, 
into fome other thip; the Jofeph, as it is ftated in an 
official report of the condition of ihe fleet, made by fir C. 
Shovel, to the board of admiralty, not being fit to be con- 
tinued in commiifion. No farther mention whatever is 
made of him, except that he died in the Weft Indies 
commander ot the Sandadoes Prize, fometime jn the 
month of November 16y8. 

GRANTHAM, Nathaniel,-—was, in 1692, appointed 
firlt lieutenant of the Warfpight, of feventy guns, which 
fhip was, at that time, communded by captain Caleb 
Grantham, He continued to hold the fame {tation till 
the year 1694, when the Waripight was obliged 20 be 

out of commiffion, and taken into dock for a com- 
Bere repair “This, perhaps, was rather a fortunate act 
of neceflity for Mr. Grartkata, who was promoted, on 
this occafion, by commilfion, bearing date the 1th of 
Angutt 1694, to be commander of the Seahorfe. No 
farther mention is made of him during king 
William's reign; nor is this wonderful, as we alfo 
find he never, in that period, commanded any fhip of 
greater force than a fixth rate. On the re-commence- 
ment of the war with France, after the acceffion of queen 
‘Anne, he was appuinted to conimand the Bonadventure, 
of forty-eight guns, and fent to convoy an outward-bound 
fiect of merchant-thips. “This we ave very forry to fay is 
the only mention we ever find made of him hence it is 
moft probable that, cither from infirmities or fome other 
caufe, which we have been unable to inveltigate, he re- 
tired altogether from the fervice not long after this time. 
He is faid to have died in England on the 47th of No- 
vember 1723. 

HOLYMAN, Robert,—in 1693, was appointed firft 
lieutenant of the captain, 2 third rate, commanded by 
captain Francis Wyvill. He was promoted from thence, 
‘on the Bth of February 1694, to be commander of the 
Owner's Love firefhip. No natice is ever afterwards 
vaken of him during the bi 4 of king William ; but it is_ 

‘ known 
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Known, indeed, he never obtained any ccnfequential com- 
mand. | Tmmiediately after the acceffion of queen Anne 
‘we find him captain of the Dragon, of fifty guns. He was 
for fome time employed as a cruifer in the Channel, an 
Occupation in which he met with much fuccefs. In the 
month of October he was detached, on fome trivial fer- 
“vice, from the fquadron under the command of fir Clou- 
defley Shovel, which had been difpatched to Vigo, and was 
now on its return from that port. He fell in foon after- 
awards with a French thip of war, mounting upwards of 
feventy guns, Notwithfanding the great difparity of 
force, captain Holyman prepared to defend himfelf with 
a fpirit that deferved a better fate, and an antagonift 
Whofe faperiority would not have defied conqueft. 

From what we have premifed, it muft be obvious to all, 
that the greateft cxertions, on the part of captain Holyman 
and his people, were indifpenfibly neceflary, to preferve 
them from captivity : thefe were not wanting, and confe~ 
quently produced the defired effect. The enemy, how- 
ever, was not repulfed but with the lofs of the brave 
commander and twenty-five of his crew, who -were 
killed. ; 

‘The aétion took place on the 13th of O&tober. ° The 
lieutenant, whom we fuppofe to have been Mr. Fotherhy, 
of whom we fhall have an account to give hereafter, con~ 
tinued the aétion for fome time after the, death of his 
brave commander, till the French were at lalt content to 
decline any farther conteft, 

HOLMES, Robert,—was appointed fecond lieutenant 
of the Burford, of feventy guns, in the year 1692. In 
1693 he was promoted to te Gr Veutenant of the York, 
of fixty guns. On the 15th of OGober 1694, he was 
promoted to the command of the Pearl frigate, a vetlel 
employed, during that, and the following year, on the [rith 
Mlation, for the proteCtion of trade from the depredations 
of the {mall French privateers, He appears to have been 
fingularly aétive and attentive to the duties of this very 
unenyiable occupation, an occupation in which it was im~ 
pofte to acquire renown, or even avoid calumny, except 

ry the moft rigidattention. Capt. Holmes was very fuccell~ 
folin protesting the coatting trade of Ireland, a fervice iq 
‘which he wasalmoft conftantly employed, or in anending it 
7 rom, 
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from port to port ; he had moreover the good fortune to cap+ 
ture fome of the enemy’s {mall privateers, prizés, although 
of no material confequence to the event of a war, bur 
neverthelefs afford very fufficient proof of a commander’s 
diligence. We do not find much notice taken of hint 
after the year * 1695 : and it is very fingular, his name is 
inferted in one only of the lifts of naval commanders, 
which have been at different times collected, and with the 
greatelt care, from the official papers. In 1696 he 
accompanied commodore Mees to the Weft Indies, 
where he died fometime in the month of May in the 
following year. iW 

JESSON. James, ~ was appointed commander of the 
Winchelfea on the 7th of February 1694. No farther 
mention is made of him during the reign of king William, 
and we have every reafon to believe he never, during that 
pegiod, commanded any other vellel. The acceffion of 

feen Anne proguced but little alteration, for we donor 

ind any information concerning him, except that he died 
at Barbadoes on the 27th of February 1707-8, being at 
that time commander either of the Portland, or the Green- 
wich. 

LAKE, or LEAKE, Thomas,—was, on the 26th of 
Scptember 1694, appointed commander of the Speedwell. 
We have not been able to procure any other information 
relative to him, except what we derive from rear-admiral 
Hardy’s lift of naval officers: {rom this we learn that 
this gentleman, on what account is not mentioned, re« 
ceived the honour of knighthood from queen Anne. No 
notice is taken of the time of his de&th. 

LINDSEY, William,— was, on the 29th of May 
1694, appointed commander of the Play Prize, and died 
in the command of the above veffel on the 16th of Oftober 
following. 

LLOYD, David, (ad)—was, on the zoth of O@tober 
1694, appointed commander of the Experiment frigate. 
Others infift his firft commiffion, as captain of this veffel, 
does not bear date till the a5th of September in the fol-

miftake, In 1697 he was appointed captain of the Fal- 
mouth, and fent to the Welt Indies in the following year, 
under Ms. Benbow. Kidd, the pirate, became about 
this time very notorious, and a variety of fmall 
velfels were equipped to purfue him, One of thefe, a 
floop, captain Lloyd voluntarily offered his fesvice 10 
command, but foon afterwards fell 2 victim to his gallant 
and enterprifing fpirit, being drowned on the 25th of July 
1699 : the particulars of this misfortune are not known. 
TDDLETON, Henry,—ferved as fecond lieutenant 
of the St. Andrew, a firft rate, of ninety fix guns, in the 
year 1693. On the 13th of O&ober 1694, he was pro- 
moted to the command of the Falcon. Few are the par- 
ticulars we have been able to colleé concerning this 
Bentleman, and thofe too, we are forry to fay, are yery 
Ghinfercfling®. . 11697 he commanded the Rainbow, 2 
{mall frigate, principally employed in convoying toand frem 
Ireland the fmall coafting veffcls. After the acceffion o¢ 
een Anne, he was promoted to the command of the 
Lincoln, of fifty guns. ‘This fhip foundered at fea on the 
2gth of June 1703: and the captain with the greater part 
of the crew were unhappily drowned. - 
MIGHELLS, Jamces,—was the defcendait of an anci 
ent and refpettable family long fettled at Loweltoffe, in the 
éounty of Suffolk. It appears from a pedigree of the 
Mighel’s family, publithed by Gillingwater, in his Hiftory 
of Towellofe, that this gentleman was, by marriage, 
nearly related to thofe great and well-known naval cha~ 
raters, fir Thomas Allen, rear-admiral Utber, fir John 
Athby, and fir Andrew Leake. Having entered early in 
life into the Navy, under the’patronage of his uncle, 
fir John Athby, and pa(led through the feveral neceffary 
fubordinate ftations with much credit and reputation, he 
was, in 1693, appointed fistt lieutenant of the Viétory, a 
firft rate, “On the 2gth of Auguit 1694, he was promoted 
to the command of the Owner's Love firethip. In the 
month of December he was ordered, together with the

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Norwich and Prince of Orange, to convoy the outward- 
bound Virginia feet toa certain latitude. fore the fleet 
had well cleared the Channel, captain Mighells's thip 
fprung a leak, which compelled him to put back into 
port, which he happily reached, though not without much 
difficulty. He continued to command the Owner’s Love 
till towards the end of the year 1696, when he was 
appointed to command a fhip of the line, which 
was unfortunately employed on fo undiftinguithed a fer- 
vice, that we have been totally unable to difcover even 
its name. This want of information is by no means to 
be conftrued ax difreputable to captain Mighells, when 
we confider that the melt eminent of his cotemporaries 
were uniformly in the faine predicament. In the year 
1697 he accompanied captain, afterwards fir John Nor- 
ris to Newfoundland, where, to his credit be it fpoken, 
he was one of thofe {pirited commanders who: coincided 
# opinion with the commodore, that it would be more 
advifeable to put to fea and attack the enemy, than coolly 
wait their aflault *. 

During the remainder of king William’s reign, after 
the peace of Ryfwic, Mr, Mighells does not appear to 
have-held any command ; bur, after the acceffion of queen 
Anne, was appointed to command the Monk, of fixty 
guns.” He was employed during the abfence of the main 
ficet, under fir George Rooke, to cruife principally in the 
Channel, and continued in the fame line of fervice, after 
its return, till the month of July 1703, wher: he was fent, 
under rear admiral Dilkes, to attack a French convoy 
which was reported to be laying in Cancalle Bay. 4 
particular account of this tranfaétion has already been 
given in the life of that admiral t. 

In 1704 he failed for the Mediterranean under fir G. 
Rooke, and very fingularly ‘diflinguifhed himfelf at the 
battle off Malaga. ‘I'he count De Tholoufe, who com- 
manded the French ficet, had ordered monfieur Champ- 
aelin in the Sericux, to board the Monk. ‘his, 
the Frenchman attempted three different times, and was 
as often repulfed, by the allant behaviour and fteady con

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du@ of captain Mighells and hiscrew. The Sericux was 
enabled to renew her attack in confequence of the affift- 
ance fhe received from the French gallies, which took off 
the wounded men and fupplied their place with freth un- 
fatigued aflailants. The enemy being at length difpirited 
By thefe repeated difcomfitures were content to {heer off; 
and captain Mighells had the fatisfagtion of preferving his 
dip, though with the lofs of thirty-fix men killed; he 
himfelf, together with his fecond licutenant, boatfwain, 
and fifty-two of his people being wounded, many of them 
very defperately. [he French, who are remarkably 
clever at palliating their own difafters, give the following 
account of this tranfaGion in their relation of the en- 
gagement. ‘ As to the centre, there happened a shing 
which, perhaps, was never known in a fight where a 
whole line has been engaged, and where the cnemy has 
the weather-gage, which is, that a thip in the van of our 
admiral’s divifion, commanded by monfieur De Chamt's 
malin, thrice boarded one of tle enemy's {hips which lay 
next him, and left her the third time, fring her on fire in 
froeralplaces, but by reafon of the great fmioke contd net tell what 
‘Lecame of ber. He was afterward:’ fo difabled in the en- 
agement, that he was obliged to quit the line to refit.” 
fo notice whatever is taken of captain Mighe!ls after 
this time till the year 1710, even by thofe who might be 
Somat very likely to be acquainted even with the moft 
trivial particulars of his life. In the laft-mentioned 
year *he commanded the Centurion; and being on a 
‘cruife in the Mediterranean, in company with captain 
Evans in the Defiance, they met two French ships of 
war of equal force with themfelves, between Almeria and 
Malaga. An action commenced at eight o'clock in the 
morning, and continued without intermiffion, moft fpi- 
ritedly mainteined on both fides, till twelve at noon ; 
which time the Centurion had upwards of fixty of her 
crew killed and wounded; her rigging, mits, and yards 
‘were alfo fo much difabled as to intapacitate her from 
making fail. The French hips at this time declined 
pny farther conteft; and having fuftained, as is generall 
the cale, lefs damage aloft, were enabled to make their

In the following year we find him captain of the 
Hampton Court, {till on the Mediterranean ftation, and 
then under the command of fir John Jennings. Having, 
in the month of November, been detached, with four’ 
other thips*, from the fleer, hy that admiral, to the coaft 
of Catalonia, foon after he him(elf had failed from Bar- 
cclona for Vado with the king of Spain, who juft before 
had fucceeded to the dignity of emperar; he was on his 
return to Port Mahon, the appointed rendezvous, when 
he fell in with two French hips of the line, the Count de 
Thouloufe and the ‘Trident. Captain Mighells, who was 
confiderably a-heud of his companigns, came up with the 
former foon after {even o'clock in the evening, and began 
pently to engage. The Frenchman defended himfelé 

ith the greateft galiantry, and the conteft was maintained, 
with the higheft fpirit on both fides, for upwards of two 
hours ; wher: the Sterling Caftle drawing near, the Count 
de Thouloufe thought proper to furrender: the Trident 
efeaped, favoured by the darknefs of the night, the ad- 
vantage of light breezes of wind, and the affiftance of 
her oars. The Hampten Court had received confider- 
able damage in the cncounter ; her mafts in particular 
being much wounded, and the wind frefhening foon after 
the ation, they all came by the board on the following 
day, fo that fhe was obliged to be towed into port by the 
Sterling Caftle. fi 

The peace at Utrecht being concluded foon after this 
event, we find no mention made of captain Mighells till 
the year £757-18, when he was, on the 18th of March, 
pisnoied, very defervedly, to be rear-admiral of the blue.

rear-admiral of the white, and appointed fecond in com- 
mand of the fquadron, fent foon afterwards to the Baltic 
under the command of fir John Norris t.

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On the 17th of December 1718, almoft immediately 
on his return from the Baltic, war was formally de- 
clared againft Spain; and the greatet spprehenfions being 
entertained foon afterwards that the enemy were at that 
time meditating an invalion of England, with the Pre- 
tender at their head, every poffible meafure was taken at 
home to countera&t and defeat their defigns. Rear-ad- 
miral Mighells was, on the sth of March, difpatched to 
Portfmouth that he might forward the equipment of fuch 
fhips as were fitting out at that port: two days afterwards 
he was raifed to the rank of vice-admiral of the blue, and 
failed almolt immediately to the weltward fecond in com- 
mand of the {quadron fent out under the earl of Berkeley. 
He was difpatched for the coaft of Gallicia, by his lor 
fhip, foon after they had cleared the Channel. His in- 
ftruétions on this occdfion being only to procure fome in- 
telligence of the enémy’s motions, he had no greater forot 
than the Windfor, Antelope, and Monmouth. Having 
learnt that the Spanifh fleet, crowded with foldiers, thongh 
miferably deficient in almoft every article of their neceflary 
appointments, had been difperfed by a violent ftorm which 
overtook them on their paflage from Cadiz. to the Groyne, 
he returned into port with this information ; and the ter- 
rors which had been fuddenly pxcited, as fuddenly va- 
nifhed, 

It was immediately refolved, on the part of England, 
to retaliate this intended infult; and at lealt repay, if not 
revenge it. A ftrong fquadron was accordingly equip- 
ped and pot under the gommand of the vice-admiral, who 
had with him a fleet of tranfports, on board which 
were embarked fix thoufand troops, with a proper train 
of artillery, and every other neceffary, under the command 
of lord vifcount Cobham. ‘The deitined obje@& of their 
attack was the important port of Vigo, on the coaft of 
Gallicia. This formidable armament put to fea, from 
St. Helen's, on the arft of September, and, after a very 
profperous paffage, arrived ‘on the coat of Spain, off 
which the fleet cruifed for three days, in hopes of being 
joined by captain Johnfon, who had been difpatched a 
few days before, with two fourth-rates and a frigate, in 
order to procuse intelligence. Not meeting with him, 

a 
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‘as was expefted, and the feafon of the year being too far 
advanced to admit of trifling on an hoftile coalt, or delay- 
ing any longer offenfive operations, it was determined to 
puth on for Vigo, the harbour of which the fleet happily 
entcred on the 2gth of September, old ftile. The grena~ 
diers of the army were immediately landed at the diftance 
of three miles from rhe town, Without any other oppo 
tion than an irregular ftraggling fire from a body of pea- 
fants, who were alfo at too great a diftance to effeét any 
material execution. On the following day the neceffary 
Stores and provifions were landed, and spr0 er meafures 
taken for the {peedy commencement of offenfive opera- 
tions. 

On the rft of O&tober the army moved forward and 
encamped in a ftrong pofition near the place; this the 
enemy obferying, and being apprehen(ive of an attack, 
thgy felt themfelves unable to with{tand with regard, to 

fe town itfelf, they immediately began to fpike up the 
cannon on the ramparts ; and having burnt the carriages, 
Jeft it and its inhabitants to the care of the magi- 
firates, and withdrew all their regular troops into the 
citadel. The general being foon apprized of this move- 
ment fent them a fummons to furrender, a requi- 
Sition which was immediately complied with ; and brigadier 
Honeywood was accordingly ordered, with eight hundred 
men, to take polt there, and in Fort St. Sebaltians, which 
was alfo abandoned by the enemy. On the 3d of O&o- 
ber ferious operations commenced again{t the citadel 
itfelf, a ketch being fent in to bombard it, though with 
little fuccefs, on account of the great diftance.

As it was deemed impoffible to maintain a 
footing in an enemy's country, at fuch a diftance, with fo 
fmall 2 land-force, it was judged expedient to embark, 
without delay, all the artillery, ftores, and other property 
worth remoyal, and to deftroy the reft. Before, however, 
thefe meafures were carried into execution, major-general 

‘Wale was ordered, with a detachment of the army, and 
fome fhips of war, to fail up the harbour of Vigo and 
seduce Ponta Vedra, a town which lay at a {mall diftance 
from thence. This fervice was effected without lols, pr, 

‘indeed, oppofition ; and although four mortars and pad 
pieces of heavy brafs cannon, together with feventy', 
iron guns, two thoufand ftand of arms, and a proportion 
wate quantity of ammunition were found there, all thefe, 

except the twenty-four pounders, which ‘were four in 

number, were embarked, and the detachment rejoined 
their companions, at Vigo, on the 23d. 

On the 27th, every thing that was valuable, or that 
could be in any degree ferviceable to the enemy, being 
embarked, the vice-admiral with the fleet failed for 
England, where he arrived, in fafety, on the 11th of 
November, having [carcely loft three hundred men durit 
the whole expedition, by the joint ravages, and caufes oi 
diminution, the fword, difeafe, ordefertion. This blow, 
which was extremely humiliating to Spain, appears t-~ 
have been the Jaft fervice in which this gentleman was 
engaged. Having, as it is elfewhere obferved, arrived, with 
the higheft defert, at an elevated rank.in his profeffion; 
and being probably worn out with'fatigue ‘in the fervice 
of his country, he exchanged the tumultaous {cenes of 
war for the more calm and ‘findifturbed enjoyments of 
private life.

His principal 
employment appears to have been, that of convoying the 
coatti ieee from port to port, or cruifing in the Chan- 
nel, The moft confequential fervice in which we find 
hinh engaged, during this uninteretting period, was, in the 
month of September 1705, at which time he was captait: 
of the Kingsfifher, a {mall fourth rate. He then aéted as 
commodore of a fmall* force, which was ordered io con~ 
yoy the homeward-bound Fatt India fleet; a'duty he very 
diligently and fuecefsfully fulfilled. 

Sometime in the courfe of the following year he was 
moft defervedly promoted so the command uf the Aflurance, 
athirdrate.

He was at that time commodore of a fimall fquadron, hay 
ing under their convoy x fleet of nrerchant-thips, home- 
ward-bound from Ireland, when be unfortunately fell in 
With that well-known French commander, Du Guat 
Trouin, who had under his command a force much fupe- 
vior to that of the Englith. Captain Tollet's {quadron, 
when he failed from Cork on the 25th of February, con- 
fifled of the Affurance of feventy cuns, the Sunderland of 
fixty, the Haimpthire and Angl-(ea of filty guns cach: he 
was afterwards joined by the Afliftance, alfo of fifty guns

company foon afterwards, he became much inferiorto the 
French commodore, who had with him four thips of two 
decks, his own mounting feventy-fix. guns. Campbell 
has inferted an account of this adtion, taken, as it is faid, 
‘om captain Tollet’s own papers, but which is nothing 
more than a copy verbatim from the flarative of the 
a@tion, given by Lediard in a note; and which itlelf is 
nothing but a modification of the Gazette, No. 4521, with 
the terms and Language fomewhat polifhed and amend- 
cd. ‘The letter infelf giving the original account is dated 
on board the Affurance, in the Hamoze, March the 3d, 
1708-9, and is to the following effect: ‘ On Sunday 
daft, failing from Ireland, the Anglefea and Sunderland 
loft company with us, and went away with fome part of 
our fleet. Yefterday morning, about five o'clock, we faw 
four fail {landing after us, we fteering away E. by N. 
the Lizard then bearing about N. N. z diftant, by efti- 
mation, about eight leagues. About feven they came 
within random fhot and then brought to.- We then made 
a fignal for the Hampthire and Affittance t6 draw into a 
line, and another for the merchant-fhips to bear away, 
which they took no notice of. 

“ About eight they bore down to us, having made the 
fignal for a line; and when they came within mufket- 
thot hoifted French colours. The commodore, who was 
in afhip mounting feventy guns or upwards, came rang- 
ing along our larbvard-file, and fell on board us, fo that we 

ged yard-arm and yard-arm for almoft the {pace of 
halen hour; during which he plied us fo warmly with 
{mall thot, that he cut off molt of our marines and fcamen 
quartered npon deck : he after that, put off and fell fon 
after on board again on our lee-tide ; firft ranging on our 
bow, and then on our quarter. We fired upon him, with 
the utmoft vigour, our upper-deck and part of our lower~ 
deck guns, fo that we obliged him to quit us once more, 
ftanding away a-head of us towards the merchant-thips ; 
then the threc other fhips, of forty and fifty gums each, 
came ranging a'ong oyr fide, firing feveral broadfides into 
us, and after that bore away as the former. ‘The damage 
5 we 
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‘we received was very great; having our fhip's Gde, in-a! 
great many places, fhot through and through, our {hrowds 
and back-ltays cut to pieces; as alfo our main and falfe- 
ftay, (now called the preventer-ftay) which, if not timely 
feen, had occafioned the lofs of our malt; our. fore-fail 
and fore-top-fail were torn to pieces, the beft bower cut 
away by their fhot, one of the flukes of the pare anchor 
fhot offf and the tmall. bower by the enemy's boarding 
driven through our thip’s bow. We endeavoured with 
what difpatch we could, to fix our rigging, which took up 
fome time, and bent a new fore-fail, and fore-top-fail y 
after that, we all bore down to fecure what merchant- 
fhips we could, expecting likewife to engage the enemy 
again, which they declined, ftanding away to cut off part 
of our convoys which might, if they had regarded our 
fignal, have got in thore and been fecure. Some we 
brought in here, and, when engaged, faw others bear: 
away for Falmouth, fo that we are not certain how many 
they took. The difpute lafted about two hours, in the 
beginning of which our captain was wounded upon deck, 
whither he was carried in a chair, having, for almott four 
months, being fo ill as to be unable to go out of his 
cabin. * 

+ Our firft lieutenant was fhot in the leg, which he got 
dreffed and returned to his charge on the deck : our fecond 
was killed, as were alfo feveral of the French (refugee) 
officers, that we brought with us from Ireland, and fume 
of them wounded. We are not certain how many of 
our own men were killed and wounded, not having been 
able to mufter the remainder; put believe our lofs has 
been very great, the a@ion having been fo fevers, and the 
fharpnefs of the whole having Jain upon our fhip, which 
makes us believe the Hampfhire and Affiftance have not 
received any material damage. 

« P.S. © Captain Tudor, who commanded the Affift- 
ance, isdead of his wounds. This thip (the Affurance) 
had twenty-five men killed, and ‘fifty-three wounded, 
fome of them mortally. In the Hampfhire were two 
killed and eleven wounded; in the Affiftance eight killed 
and twenty-one wounded. The French officers who 
were on board greatly diftinguitfied themfelves, on

Captain Tallet was, as appears by the foregoing ac— 
count, wounded in the ation, and-is fuppoied by moft 
people to have died in confequence, very foon afterwards: 
this, however, we believe to be a miftake; he certainly 
furvived and lived for fome years, although he does nok 
appear to have returned to the fervice ; and it is not im- 
probable, that the injurjes he received on this occafiom 
might ultimately caufe his death, the precife time of which 
isunknown. - 

URRY, William.—We find nothing faid of this gen~ 
tleman till he was, on the sth of September 1695, ap- 
pointed captain of the Swallow, of Alty guns. He does 
not, however, appear te have taken rank from this timc, 
as captain of a fourth rate, his mame being omitted in an 
official lift of commanders of that clafs, made out at the 
conclufron of the peace. He was appointed to fome thip, 
the name of which does not appear, and unfortunately ac 
quitted hinvfelf fo ill, that, according to the moft favour- 
able accounts, he was difmiffed the fervice. Others treat 
this matter much more ferioufly, and infitt he was aétually 
condemned to fuffer death, but afterwards pardoned. The 
particulars of the offence itfelf are no where politively 
mentioned ; fome perfons aflirming it was a mere neglect 
of duty only, otheswife a pofitive want of {pirit. 

WARD, Jobn, (2d)—was, on the 27th of May 1695, 
appointed captain of the Lyrac, No other mention is 
made of im till the year 1700, at which time he com- 
manded the Canterbury galley, one of the fmall fquadron

Te failed from thence as convoy to the fhips bound for 
the Mediterranean, and conduéted them with much at- 
tention to Leghorn, where he arrived in fafery towards 
the latter end of November.

He 
was immediately ordered out 29 a cruifer in the Irith fea, 
where, by his'diligence and aétivjty, he met with great 
fuccefs againfl the «riemy’s privateers. He was for a very 
fkort time, in the month of May following, remoyed into 

H3 the 
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the Jolly Prize, a finall frigate taken not long before 
from the French ; but refumed his former command before 
the end of June*. He was fent to the Mediterranean 
early in the following year, and was unhappily loft, off 
"Foiton, on'the git of May 1696, his whole crew pe- 
tithing with him. 

+* WHITAKER, Samuel,—-is fuppofed to be the brother 
of the well-known fir Edward Ww iteker. He entered 
very carly in life into the navy ; but we have no informa- 
tion of his having received any commiffion till the latter 
end of the year 192, when he was appointed fecond licu- 
tenant of the Effex, On the 15th a hur 1695, he was 
promoted to the command of the Lark. This thip was, 
during the remainder of the'year, attached to the guasrony 
gomyanded by fir Cloudefley Shovel, in the Channel ; 
and, én 1696, employed in the fame ftation as an attend- 
ant on the main-fleet, under the command of the lord 
Berkeley of Stratton. Suon after this time he was pro- 
moted to a {mall thip of the line, which he continued to 
command during nearly the whole of tlte enfuing peace, 
Not lang after the acceffion of queen Anne he was made 
captain of the Nottingham, of fixty guns. En this ship he 
accompanied fir George Rooke to the Mediterrancan in

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the year 1704. In this expedition he bore a very diftia= 
guithed thare, having {hewn the greateft gallantry both in 
the affault of Gibraltar, and the battle off Malaga which 
took place foon alter, The fervices on which he was, 
after this time, employed, were not confequential enough 
to entitle them to any particular relation, even werg, se 
more accurately acquainted with their nature thane 
really are. His merit was, however, con!picuous enough,” 
even in that quiet {phere of dity in which he moved, to 
atiraG the notice and attention of fir Cloudeiley Shovel, 
who did him the honour, in the year 1706, to procure his 
appointment to be captain of the Affociation, of ninety 
uns ; on board which fhip he (the admiral) hoifted his 
Fag as commander-in-chief of the expedition to the Me- 
diterranean, principally dellined again{t Toulon, This 
molt honourable patronage was, ‘however, in this prefent 
inftance, an unfortunate one, captain Whitaker having 
experienced the fame unhappy fate which befel his admi- 
ral, upon the Scilly rocks, on the 23d of Odtober 1707. - 
RTHINGTON, Samuel, — was, on the 28th of 
September 1695, appointed commander of the Virgin's 
ize. Hisynaval life was unhappily but of fort duration, 
2s he was drowned, at Harwich, on the 16th of Ogtober 
1697, being at that time commander of the Poole.

ARRIS, Robert.—The firtt intelligence we meet with 
ralative to this gentleman is, that he was appointed, at the 
latter end of the year 1692, to be firlt licutepant of the 
St. Andrew, a fecond rate. He continued to ferve with 
much reputation, and principally, we belicve, on board the 
fame fhip, till the 28th of April 1696, when he was pro- 
moted to the command of the Mermaid. We believe 
him not to have quitted this titip till the conclufion of the 
war ; after which he molt probably continued unemployed 
till the re-commencement of hofiflities with France, after 


the acceflion of queen Anne. 
Hy He 
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He was, not long after that event took place, appointed 
to commasid the Pembroke, of fixty guns, and, in 1703, 
accompanied fir Cloudefley Shovel to the Mediterranean. 
He was difpatched by that admiral, together with the 
Tartar, commanded by captain Cooper, with a fupply of 
ze ammunition, and money, to the relief of the 
PBenois, and to concert meafures wich their chiefs for 
their farther fupport at a futuretime. Thefe fhips quitted 
‘the fleet at Altea, and (tood in to the gulph of Narbonne, 
having on board two French’ pilots, who were fappofed to 
be extremely well acquainted with the coalt, and three 
French refugee ‘gentlemen, who went on board the fleet 
purpofely to facilitate the communication between the 
Infurgents and the allied flcet. 

As the difappointment which took place tn this expedi- 
tion was highly grievous to the nation, we cannot, per 
haps, do a greater jultice to the chara@er of captain 
Arsis, than by giving a fuccing account of the whole 
tranfa@ion, from which it will very evidently appear 
the failure was by no-means owing to captain Arris, or to 
the commander-in-chief him(elf, but to a train of mnifma- 
magement and delays at home, added toa treafonable in- 
telligence, through which the eneiny had perfedt -know- 
ledge of the whole intended plan of operations. 

On the 4th of September, the Tartar and Pembroke, 
who had parted from the fleet a few days before, took a 
‘Tartan, near Ivica, of abont cighty tons burthen, laden 
with corn and other commodities. “The matter, who was 
by birth a Frenchman, anda native of Agde, a town fitu- 
ated near the gulph of Narbonne, being brought on board 
the Pembroke, frankly told captain Arris, and his French 
paffengers, that he was perfeétly well acquainted with the 
ature of their expedition; and that when he was lafteat 
Agde, which was not long before that time, the mar{hal 
de Montreval, with feveral engineers, came to furvey that 
coalt; but not being able, on the fpur of the occafion, ta 
raife fuch fortifications as were deemed neceffary for its 
defence, that general had ordered all perfons, capable of 
bearing arms, to sepair to certain rendezvous, which he 
affigned them, as foon as any alarm-guns fhould be fixed 
from fort Breftou,  * 

- ‘Fhe 
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‘The mafter farther added, that all Lower Languedoc 
was in the greateft confternation, from an apprehenfion 
that the allied fleet would land a body of troops in that 
country and relieve the Camifards. This account ex- 
ceedingly furprifed both the Englifh commanders ‘and 
the French meffengers ; they both began to doubt much 
the fuccefs of an expedition, of which it now appeared, 
the French had long had notice, and had taken fufficient 
care to fecure themfelves from the .confequences of “an 
attack. On the rth of September the Pembroke and 
Tartar had the good fortune to capture three French 
‘Tartanes, and on the 15th of the fame mBnth entered the 
galph of Narbonne. 

hhe pilots which had been provided for them proved 

fo intolerably unfkilful and ignorant, that the Englith 
captains were obliged to commit, in a great degree, the 
charge of the thips to their prifoners, particularly Trophy, 
the mafler, whom they had firlt taken: induced on the 
one fide by promifes, and on the other by threats, they 
proved very faithful to their truft, and were fingularly 
bfeful. On the 17th they paifed Narbonne, Vias, and 
Beziers; but as foon'as the thips came in fight of Agde, 
four guns were fired from fort Brefcou to alarm the inha- 
bitants, who immediately affembled, well armed and in 
very formidable numbers. When they arrived off the 
rt of Cettc, two French gallies made towards the Eng- 
ith thips, upon which captain Arris immediately ftood off 
from the fhore, hoping to draw the enemy after hin. but 
the French perceiving this feint, took to their oars and 
immediately made the belt of their way back to the port. 
On the fame day captain Arris held a council, at which 
Captain Cooper, the three French gentlemen, and the 
pilots aflited: when the following relolution Was agreed 
on: 


«© September 17, 1703, at nine in the morning, at a 
confultation held on board her majelty’s thip the ‘Tartar, 
in the gulph of Narbonne, off Agde, it is refolved, that, 
as the wind is now W. S. W. it is beft for the thips to 
anchor between Port Cette and Pequai, and if we believe 
ourfelyes not near enough to make fignals from our thips, 
to fend our boats as near as poffibleswe can, to make them 
for us, in order to give our friends notice of oux ara.

The wind fhifting foon afterwards to the fouth-weft, 
and falling almolt to’a calm, the Englith hips were un- 
able to reach their place of deftination that night; the 
‘Tartar, therefore, was ordered to make fail and ftand as. 
clofe in towards the fhore as poffible; which that fhip 
accordingly did, and the next day came to, in ten fathom 
‘water, as did the Pembroke in thirteen, being at that time 
about two miles diftant from the land: they there made 
the neceffary fignals, a: they were direéted by their fecret 
inftru@tions in the -hand-writing of lord Nottingham. 
The French emiifaries finding the fignals were not an- 
fwered, propofed to captain Arris, that they would them- 
Jelves go clofe to the fhore to procure intelligence, if 
poflible, provided he would furnifh them with a boat, 
well-minned and armed for that purpofe. . This (pirited 
offer being eagerly accepted, the boat was ordered to be 
ready by break of day ; and the Tartar was alfo intended 
to be fent in, for their better proteftion, as clofe ta the 
fore as her draught of water would permit. When the 
appointed time arrived it unluckily fell dead calm ; and the 
two gallies, already mentioned, having got out of the 
mold, and laying on their oars ready to intercept any boat 
that fhould attempt to approach the land, it was not 
thought advifeable to profecute the enterprize; and a 
fecond council, which was immediately convened on board 
the Pembroke, came to the following refolution: — « 
« Dated on board the Pembroke, September the 18th, at 

twelve o'clock, diltant 4 leagues N. W. from Cette. 

. Jn purfaance of the refolution of the council held 
yefterday, in the morning, on board the Tartar, in which 
it was decided to anchor between Port Cette and Pequai, 
the neceffary meafures were taken to carry the fame into 
execution ; but the wind shifting from the weft north- 
‘welt, to the fouth-wWelt, and falling almoft calm, the 
pilots did not think it advifcable to anchor, as they could 

nay 
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not get the fhips near enough to the fhore. At fix inthe 
evening a freth breeze at welt having fprung up, the 
‘Tartar was ordered to {tretch a-head, as was immedi- 
ately done, that fhip having ftood into ten fathom water, 
the land by judgment about two miles diftant. 
fignals were then made as direéted in captain Arris's 
order, who himfelf repeated the fame ina fhort time after. 
No anfwer, however, was made from the thore; upon 
which the (hips ftood off all night with litde wind, blows 
ing unfteadily from every different quarter in the com= 
pals, as witnefs our hands.” Signed as the laft. 

« At aconfultation held on board her majefty’s ship 
Pembroke, this 18th day of September, it was the opinion 
of the pilots not to venture in fhore again for fear of 
the many alterations of the wind, which now take place, 
added to the fear of that tempcftuous weather ufual at 
this time of the year. This opinion being confirmed by 
the teftimony of the French prifoners, the captains, Arris 
and Cooper, having advifed with the aforefaid French 
gentlemen, in relation to the aforefaid pilots opinion, 
have thought it neceflary to make the bet of their way 
to the general rendezvous, fince nothing more could be 
attempted, Witnefs our hands.” See page 122. 

In confequence of the foregoing refolution, the Pem- 
broke and “Fartar failed for Leghorn, where they arrived 
on the 23d of September, after having encountered 2 vie 
clent orm while working out of the gulph of Lyons. 
As foon as the Pembroke and Tartar joined the fleet, 
captain Arris made a report of the expedition to the 
admiral. Mr. Portales, and Mr. La Belliere alfo, who 
had been eye.witnelfes of the captain's good condu& and 
zeal in that Service, having afterwards waited on fir 
Cleudefley, he told them * he was very well fatished 
with what they had done fince they had made that gulph, 
which was before looked upon as unapproachable, accel 
fible and eafy for all undertakings. And though (added 
the admiral) ‘you’ have not fucceeded in the defign of giv- 
ing relief to our friends, the Cevenois, yet they will fee 
we have been as good as our word. I am alfo the more 
glad of your difcovery, becaule it will be eafier in future 
torclicve them that way, if we fen¥a fquadron carly into 
fhe gulph.”” Suck was the ead of an expeition, rs 
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swhich the’ moft fangnine hopes and expectations had been 
formed in England; but we certainly have feen that nu 
-part of its failure can be imputed to captain Arris. 

He was foon after his seturn to the fleet, fent by the 
+admnisal, with commodore Swanton, to Tripoli and Tunis. 
From thence they afterwards proceeded to Scanderoon, 
according to their inftraétions, and ined captain-Jumper, 
with whom they returned to Englard in the month of 
December. Captain Arris appears to have been after 
-this time, except during the year 3704, principally em- 
ployed on the Mediterranean fasion, here the ate po- 
verly of events, which deprived fo many of his brave co- 
aemporaries of any opportunity of diflinguithing them- 
felves, extended the fame baneful influence to {pirited and 
eager gallantry in his cafe alfo. We hear nothing of 
him after this time till the year 1711, when he commanded 
the ‘Devonthire of eighty guns, one of the fhips fent our 
under fir Hovenden Watker, on his anfortunate expedition 
againit Canada. When the fleet was about to enter the 
river St. Lawrence, captain Arris removed into the 
Windfor, which was only a fixty gun fhip; and the fol- 
Jowing reafon is given by fir Hovenden for this mealure, 
which might otherwile appear extraordinary. 

«« Tt being the opinion of every body that the Humber 
and Devonthire were too big to venture up the river as 
far as Quebec, people generally reprefenting the naviga- 
tion of that river as very dangerous, I therefare ordered 
them home, and have hoifted my flag in the Edgar; and 
the general going on board the Windfor, captain Arris 
went to command her.” 

Nothing could certainly have been a greater compli- 
Mient to captain Arris than fuch a removal, when the 
caufe of it is properly confidered. He returned to Eng- 
land with fir Hovenden in the month of September; and 
‘it is not at all neceffary to enter more into the account of 
that expedition, of which a full detail has already been 
given in the life of that admiral*. We do not believe 
this gentleman ever went to fea after his return to Eng- 
fand ; and in 1714 he appears to have entirely quitted the 
line of adtive fervice, being, on the 2oth.of December in

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that year, appointed 2 commiffioner of the vidualli 
office. This iiation he continued to hold till the time of his. 
death, which happened on the 7th of January 1719. 

BROWN, Richard,—was, in the beginning of the 
year 1693, appointed fecond lieutenant of the Centurion, 
a fourth rate, at that time employed as 2 cruifer off the 
coatt of Scotland. We hear nothing of him after this 
time till the fourth of May 1696, when he was promoted 
to the command of the Hawke firefhip. No other noiite 
whatever is taken of him during the reign of king Wil- 
liam 3 nor indeed do we find him, after the acceflion of. 
queen Arine, commanding any very confeqdential thip, or 
employed ina fervice memorable-cnough to be particularly 
recorded. He died on the 12th of Noy. 1706, being at that 
time commander cf the Hazard, a hip of war mounting. 
fifty-two guns, etaken a few years before from the 
French by captain, afterwards fir John Norris. 

CAVE, Clempfon,—was, in the year 1692, appointed 
firft lieutenant of the Tyger Prize, a fourth rate. After 
having ferved ia the fame ftation on board one or two 
other fhips of the line, he was, on the 3d of Od. 1696, 
appointed captain uf the Effex Prize. “We do not finé 
any other notice taken of him during the reign of king 
William, nor did he in that period cver obtain the com= 
mand of any fhip larger than a. frigate. No mention 
whatever is, indeed, ever made of him after his firft ap~ 
pointment to the rank of captain in the navy, not even to 
Communicate to us the time of his death. 

COOPER, John.—We know nothing of this gentle- 
man till he was, on the 29th of January 1696*, appointed 
captain of the Penfance. His rife in the feryice itfelf 
‘was remarkably flow, and the nature of his appointments 
perfectly uninterelting, for we do not find the fmalleft 
mention ever made of him till the year 17115 at which 
time he commanded the Swiftfure, one of the fquadron 
fent out, under fir Hovenden Walker, on the unfortunate 
expedition againft Canada. Before the fquadron entered 
the river St, Lawrence, it was held neceffary to fend

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home the Humber and Devonthire, two hips of cighty 
, which were thought too large to encounter the dif= 
ties of fo dangerous and intricate a navigation. On 
this occafion he removed from the Swiftfore into the 
Devonthire, Hoftilities being fafpended not long after 
this time, by the ce concluded at Utrecht, we hear 
.nothing farther relative to captain Cooper till the year 
1720, at which time hecommanded the Suffolk, of feventy 
ins, one of the fleet then under orders for the Baltic. 
the leading particulars * of the expedition, as well as 
thofe political reafons which induced the equipment of this 
force, have been already given inthe life of fir J. Norrist. 
‘We do not find captain Cooper to have ever gone again 
to fea after his return to England, where he*died on the 
arth of September 1728. 

CRANBY, John, — was, in 16929 appointed third 
Tieutenant of the Norfclk, After continuing fome years 
in the fame rank, and being promoted to be firft lieutenant 
of onc of the flag-fhips in the year 1695, he was advanced, 
on the 25th of September 1696, to be commancer of the 
Humber eeibie. Early in the following year he was 
made captain of the Dunwich, and fent, under the com- 
mand of commedore Norris, to Newfoundland. He was, 
while on that (tation, one of the naval officers who, jointly 
with thofe of the army, compofed the council of war, in 
which it was decided pone putting to fea and feeking to 
attack the French. Captain Cranby, however, appears 
to have been of a very different opinion, having voted 
againft that refolution, and feeming to have acted then, as 
well as on every other occafion, with the molt becoming 
Spirit. 

Hie was, (ent howe shy the cornmoddre fm a. few days

+ Yellerday arrived here the Dunwich, captain Cranby comman- 
der, in fifteen days from St. John’s, Newfoundland, where he left tbe 
fquadron under the commasd of captain Norris, and the land-forces 
commanded by captain Gibfon, who have refrtfied tht place. The 
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in the next year was advanced to be captain of the Poole, 
of forty guns, onc of the thips retained in commiffton 
notwithftanding the peace at Ryfwic. In te beginning 
of the enfuing fummer he was ordered for the Mediterra- 
nean, together with other fhips, for the purpofe of over 
awing and reitrzining the depredations of the Salletines, 
and other piratical ftates of Barbsry. Ou his paifage 
thither he fell in with a part of the Spanifh flota, home- 
ward-bound from the Welt Indics. It had juft before 
encountered a dreadful ftorm, in which one of the prine 
cipal (hips had foundered with an immenfe treafire on 
board, and the reft had becn much feparated and reduced 
to the grcatelt diftrefs. Captain Cranby exerted himfelf 
in the highe(t degree to relieve their wants, in as great an 
extent as prudence and attention to the prefervation of 
his own people would poffibly permit him; and to his 
timely fuccour the remainder of this valuable flect was 
principally indebted for its fafe arrival at Cadiz not long 
afterwar 

Captain Cranby himfelf had the misfortune to be over- 
taken a few days after by a violent gale of wind, 
which he was fortunate enough to weather, though net 
without ‘fo much damage to his mafts and rigging, that 
he was obliged f put into Cadiz to refit, and was fortu- 
nate enough to reach that port on the 4th of June. Hav- 
ing re-equipped his thip, he fai'ed for the coaft of Bar- 
bary towards the latter end of the fame mouth; but does 
not appear to have met with gny occurrence worthy of 
being commemorated during the time he continued on that 
flation. He remained there in the fame, we cannot fay 
inadtive, bur litle me:mor ble fervice, both this and the 
following year. We hear noting of Lim after his arri- 
val jn England, whither he returned in the year 1700, 
except that, when the ficet was on iis return from the

DRAKE, John,—During the years 1692 and 1693, 
“ferved as firft lieutenant of be Mary, of fixty-two guns. 
Hewas, in 1694, promoted to the fame ftation on board a fe- 
cond rate; and wasyon the 1 qh of January 1696, appointed 
captain of the Seahorfc, In thc following year he, as 
well as the gerfleman of whom we laft gave an account, 
accompanied commodore, afterwards fir John Norris, to 
‘Newfoundland ; but during the time he was thus employed, 
we do not find any thing in his conduét more worthy of 
remark, than that, at the council, to which we have 
2ifeded in our account of the laft-mentioned gentleman, 
he was totally of a different opinion from him, votin, 
that the fleet fhould wait the encmy’s attack, inftcad of 
fpiritedly fccking them at (ea, as the commodore himfelf 
withed. Captain Drake did not long furvive this event, 
‘dying on the 22d of November 1697. 

DYER, Nicholas,—was, in the year 1693, appointed 
Yieutenant of the Sapphire, a fifth rate, one of a {mall 
fquadron ftationed, during that year, to follow the orders 
of the lord lieutenant of Hrcland, On the roth of De- 
cember 1696, he was promoted to the command of the 
Dolphin; and being in a fhort time after advanced to be 
captain of the Lincoln, ied in that veffel at fea on the 
ah of Jane 16 7. 

FISHER, ‘Vhomas,— is known only as having been 
appointed commander of the Truclove bomb-ketch in the 
year 1695. He-was promoted to be captain of the Mer- 
maid frigate on the 11th of April 1696, and died in the 
Welt Indies on.the 7th of March in the following ycar. 

HOPSON, Edward,—fuppofed to have been the bro- 
ther of vice-admiral fir Thomas Hopfon, of whom fome 
aecount has been already givent. The firft information 
wwe have concerning hiin is, that in the year 1693, he

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ferved under that admiral as firfl lieutenant of the Bredah, 
of fixty-two guns, during the time he accompanied fir 
George Rooke in convoying the outward-bound Smyrna 
fleet. It is not improbable he continued with his gallant 
relation till he was promoted to the rank of captain, but 
of this we have no proof to be pofitively relied on. On 
the 24th of July 1696, we find him promoted to the 
command of the Thunderbolt, a finall frigate, emplayed 
during that and the following year, as a cruifer in the 
Trifh fea. No other mention is made of him during the 
reign of king William. On the acceffionof queen Anne, 
and the re-commencement of war with France, he was 
appointed to command the Mary, a fourth rate, under 
rewr-admiral Beaumont, who had hoifted his flag on 
board that thip as commander of the {quadron fitted out 
to block up the port of Dunkirk. 

The melancholy fate of that worthy admizal, as well as 
of his fhip, has been already related *: but captain 
Hopfon was not perfonally involved in that yreat and 
national misfortune, farther than the grief he muft natu- 
sally have felt at the untimely lofs of fo many brave men, 
a lofs ftill encreafed by that of his commander alfo, 2 
man whom he, with the greateft juftice, both refpedted 
and revered.

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expedition againft Cadiz, in the year 1702, he was.pro~ 
moted tothe command of the Boyne, of eighty guns*, as 
fucceffor to lord Archibald Hamilton, who was removed 
into the Eagle ; this was an honour he unfortunately did 
not Jong furvive, dying on the 19th of December in the 
fame year. ‘ 

DRAKE, John,—During the years 1692 and 1693, 
ferved as firfl lieutenant of the Mary, of fixty-two guns. 
Hewas, in 1694, promoted to the fame {tation on board a {e- 
cond rate; and was,on the 15th of Fanuary 1696, appointed 
captain of the Seahorfe. In the following year he, as 
well as the gerfleman of whom we laft gave an account, 
accompanitd commodore, afterwards fir John Norris, to 
Newfoundland : but during the time he was thus employed, 
we do not find any thing in his conduét more worthy of 
remark, than that, at the council, to which we have 
alfeded in our account of the laft-mentioned gentleman, 
he was totally of a different opinion from him, voting 
that the fleet fhould wait the enemy's attack, inftead of 
fpiritedly fecking them at fea, as the commodoze himfelf 
withed. Captain Drake did not long Survive this event, 
‘dying on the 22d of November 1697. 

DYER, Nicholas,—was, in the year 1693, appointed 
Viewtenant of the Sapphire, a fifth’ rate, one of {mall 
Squadron ftationed, during that ycar, to follow the orders 
of the Jord Jicutenant of Ircland. On the roth of De- 
cember 1696, he was promoted to the command of the 
Dolphin; and being in a fhort time after advanced to be 
captain of the Lincoln, Bied in that veffel at fea on the 
4th of June 1697. 

FISHER, Thomas,— is known enly as having been 
appointed commander of the Truclove bomb-ketch in the 
year 1695. He-was promoted to be captain of the Mer- 
maid frigate’on the rrth of April 1696, and died in the 
‘Wet Indies on the 7th of March in the following year. 

HOPSON, Edward,—fuppofed tu have been the bro- 
ther of vicc-admiral Gr Thomas Hopfon, of whom fome 
account has been already givent. The firft information 
we have concerning hin is, that in the year 1693, he

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fesved under that admiral as firft licutenant of the Bredah, 
of fixty-two guns, during the time he accompanied fir 
George Rooke in convoying the ontward-bound Smyrna 
fleet. It is not improbable he continued with his gallant 
xclation till he was promoted to the rank of captain, but 
of this we have no proof to be pofitively relied on. On 
the 24th of July 1696, we find him promoted to the. 
command of the Thunderbolt, a fmall frigate, emplayed 
during that and the following year, as a cruifer in the 
Frith fea. No other mention is made of him during the 
reign of king William. On the acceffiog of queen Anne, 
and the re-commencement of war with France, he was 
appointed to command the Mary, a fourth rate, under 
rear-admiral Beaumont, who had hoifted his flag on 
board that thip as commander of the {quadron fitted out 
to block up the port of Dunkirk. 

The melancholy fate of that worthy admiral, as well as 
of his thip, has been already related *: but captain 
Hopfon was not perfonally involved in that great and 
national misfortune, farther than the grief he muft natu- 
rally have felt at the untimely lofs of fo many brave men, 
a lofs ftill encreafed by that of his commander alfo, x 
man whom he, with the greateft juftice, both refpegted 
and revered. Captain Hopfon, together with the purfer, 
were both, happily for them, on fhore at the commence- 
ment of that tremendous hurricance, well known by the 
pre-eminent name of the Great Storm.

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formly adopted in that quarter of the world, prevented 
captain Hopton, in common with the reft of his brave 
cotemporarics, from effe&ting any fervice fufficiently 
memorable to deferve particular recital. This cir+ 
cumftance, added to the peace, which was concluded at 
Utrecht in the beginning of the year 1713, prevents our 

1g any thing Jarther relative to him tili the year 1715, 
whin we find him captain of the Burford, of feventy guns, 
one of the fleet put under the command of fir John Nor~ 
ris, for the Baltic. We meet with no information con- 
cerning him <fttr this time, till the year 1719, when he 
was, on the 8th of May, very defervedly promoted to be 
rear-admiral of the blue. He hoifted his flag on board 
the Dorfethhire in a few days afterwards, being appointed 
fecond in command of the fleet then under orders, Jike 
that in which he laft ferved, for the Baltic. No nicntion 
is made of admiral Hopfon in any account given of this 
very unintercting expedition, nor is it even pofitively 
known whether he accompanied fir John Norris thither. 

In the following year, however, flill having his flag on 
board the Dorfetthire, he wis again ordered for th: Bal- 
tic under the fame commander-in-chief: but the force 
deftined for that fervice being much more formidable 
than it had been in the preceding feafon, an additional 
flag-officer (R. A. Hozier) was appointed to a command 
in it, who being fenior to Mr. Hopion, he confequen'ly 
became third in command. This feet confitted of twenty 
Ships of the linc, and a proportionate number of frigates 
and final vellels: but the events of this expedition were 
not, in any degree, more interefting than thofe of the laft 
had been, In 1721 he failed, for the third time, to the 
Baltic, in the fame flation, and under the fame comman- 
ders; with whom he alfo experienced a naval campaign as 
dull and uninterefting as the former. 

On the 16th of February 1722, Mr. Hopfon was pro- 
rnoted to be rear-admiral of the red; but we do not believe 
him to have been again cmploycd till the year 1726, when 
he was appointed to command a fmall fquadron, con- 
fiting only of four or five thips,-ordered for Gibraltar in 
order to fruftrate any-fudden attempt that might be made 
by the Spaniards on that important place. On his 
paffage thither he was overtaken by a violent gale, which 

thatercd 
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fhattered forme of his fhips in fo great a degree, that he 
was obliged ty put into Lifbon to refit. He failed after 
this was effected for the Streights, where he joined, and 
put himfelf under the orders of fir John Jennings, who 
had been fent out a fhort time before with a fquadron of 
nine fhips of the line; and the appearance of fo formid-_ 
able a force, ready for the inftint commencement of 
hoftilities, had at leaft the good effe&t of inducing the Sha- 
niards to with avoiding them. 

On the return of fir John Jennings to England, Mr. 
Hopfon was left behind commander-in-chief on that fa- 
tion; and on the rgth of April 1727, was advanced to be 
vice-admiral of the blue. ‘The conduét of the Spaniards 
becoming, towards the end of this year, wonderfully 
equivocal, and bearing every appearance of menacing, if 
not aétually intending holtilities, fir Charles Wager was 
ordered for Gibraltar with a {quadron of fix thips of the 
line, where he was ta take Mr. Hoplon *, and his fhips 
under his command. A variety of events, although not 
of a very interefting nature, took place, as we have already 
related in the life of fir Charles Wager. The difference 
was at Jait pnt into a proper train of negociation; but 
this was occafionally interrupted, by new and unforefeen 
objeétions almott daily Itarted on the part of the Spaniards. 
To guard againit any accidgnt that might happen in cafe 
ofa renewal of hoftilities, it was deemed prudent to order 
Mr. Hopfon to fail for the Wet Indies, a ftation which 
the death of fir Francis Hofier, in the month of Auguft 
preceding, had left without an admiral. In purfuance of 
thefe inftrudtions Mr. Hepfon, having his flag on board 
the Lion, failed from Gibraltar bay on the 17th of De- 
cember, and zrrived fafe at Jamaica on the 2gth of Janu- 
ary During his palfage out, that is to fay on the 13th of 
the laft-mentioned month, a promotion of flag officers 
was declared at home, and Mr. Hopfon was advanced to 
be vice-admiral of the white.

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‘The {quadron he found in the Welt Indies having been 
put, by the affiduity of Mr. St. Loo, the fenior captain’on 
that fasion, in the beft condition for fervice, circum(tances 
in that part of the world would admit, the vice-admiral 
having fhifted his flag on board the Langu, failed, on 
the 4th of February, to cruife off the coaft of New Spain. 
4ihe Spaniards being perfeétly upon their guard, and 
keeping their galleons and other ‘valuable fhips in ports 
the Englith government on the other hand having iffued 
no order for the a€tual commencement of holli!itics, the 
only memorablescircum{tance we have to relate, as having 
taken place, is, the continuance of that dreadful mortality 
of which we fhall have farther occafion to {peak of in our ac~ 
count of fir F. Holier; and on which we have only to re- 
mark, in this place, that, to the eternal di(grace cfan impo- 
tent, bafe, and cowardly adminiftration, the lives of four 
thoufand of our beft feamen, of fifty licutenants, eight or ten 
caplains, and two admirals, were molt miferably and dif 
gracefully facrificed. ; This number was far greater than 
might have been expected to have fallen glorioully by the 
{word of theenemy in the molt bloody conteft,and whove fate. 
would then only haveexcited the compatlion, inflead of rouf- 
ing the indignation of that generous nation which they were 
were fent to defend with their fwords, not overwhelm 
with forrow and mourning, for the bloodlefs and ignoble 
ofs of fuch a multitude of brave men. The admiral him- 
felf fearcely furvived his arrival three months: in the be- 
ginning of May ke contracted a fever, the univerfal as well 
as fatal diforder of the climate ; to the violence of which, 
the ftrength of his conititution yielded after a fhort illnefs 
of five days. : 

He died on board the Leopard, off the Grand Bru, an 
the coaft of New Spain, on the 8th of May 1728." 

HOSIER, Sic Francis. —This gentleman was appointed 
fourth lieutenant of the Neptune, a ftcond rate, in the 
year 1692, After a progrellive promotion through the 
different ftutions in that rank, till he became, at lall, firit 
Ticutenant of a flag-thip, we believe the London, we find 
him, in 1695, commanding a fmall vetlel, called the Portf— 
mouth Prize; but he had not the pernianent rank of caps 
tain till the year 1696; when he was, on the 27th of Ja- 
wusry, appointed to the Winchclica, a new fags of 
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thirty-two guns, The war being near a conclufion at 
this tiine, he had no opportunity either of dithngul ting 
himfelf, or even of obtaining any more confequentia 

comand during the reign of king Willian. His ad 
vancement in the navy was remarkably flow, {o that many 
years elapfed before he attained the command cven of & 
thip of the line. His fervices being thus confined to the 
narrow limits of a cruiling frigate, or 4 yellel of the fam 
rank, occafionally employed in either convoying fort 
port to port, or on hort foreign voyages, the fleets of 
merchant-veilels of the fvcond or inferior clafs, it cannot 
he expeéted we fhould haye much more®to record during, 
fo uninterclting a period, even of the molt exalted cha- 
rafters, than the cold and feeble praife of diligence and 
attention. 

In 1705 he commanded the Burlington, of fifty gans; 
and appcars, during both this and the following year, to 
have been principally employed in the confequential for= * 
vice of convoying the Eatt India fleet from St. Helena to 
Europe. In the firft of thofe years he was under the 
command of captain Vollet, in the Kingsfiher; in the 
latter the chief command of the convoy, which cenfjfted, 
indeed, only of his own thip and the Dartmouth, captain 
Cock, was vetted in himfelf, Towards the latter end of 
the year 1706, he was removed into the Salifbury, a fhip 
‘of the fame rateand force asthe Burlington. No notice is 
taken of the particular fervice in which this hip was em 
ployed during the enfuing fummer ; butit is molt probable 
it was either in the fame line, that, he had before const 
manded was, or as a cruifing ihip. At the latter -eift 
of O@ober he had the melancholy honoutof ‘being dif 
patched from England, farrthe Scilly if_ands, to receive on 
byard the body of the brave and unfortunate fir C. Shovel, 
which had becn taken up there. After this time we are 
‘again ignorant as to the itations or fervices he was em- 
ployed, till the year 1720, when we find him fill .com- 
manding the Salifbury, and ordered to cruife off Cape 
Clear, in company with the St. Alban's, a fhip of the fame 
force, -“Fhis was in the month of March, They had 
the good fortune to meet: with a French fhip, mounting. 
fixty guns, which they captured and ‘carried fafe into

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‘Dublia bay, after avery tharp ation, in which the Salif- 
bury had the greateft thare. 

his vellel, of whole capture no notice is taken by any 
hiftorian, far as we have been able to difcover, was taken 
into the fervice and called the Salifbury Prize. Soon as this 
thip, as well as her captors, were refitted, they were feut 
#0 the Welt Indies as a reinforcement to commodore Lit- 
tleton. Not long after Mr. Hofier’s arrival in that part of 
the'world, he hada fecond opportunity of diftinguithing 
himfelf, which he did no les memorab:y than on the former 
oceafion. This circumftance has been, indeed, fhortly 
related in the actount of Mr, Littleton ; but as Mr. Ho- 
ies was, pethaps, more materially concerned in it than 
even his commanding officer, it certainly will be by no 
means improper, to give a more enlarged detail of this 
tranfaétion here. 

The Salifbury, and Salifbury's Prize, commanded by 
captain Robert Harland, were, in the month of July 1731, 
with other’ fhips of war, cruifing, under the command of 
commodore Littleton, in expeétation of falling in with 
monfieur Du Cafie’s fquadroa, which had the Spanith gal- 
Jeons under its convoy: on the 27th, at day ‘bicak, 
they had fight of four large fhips, to which they 
gave chace, but, owing to a light wind, it was near fix 
‘o'clock in the evening before the Salifbury’s Prize, which 
‘was the headmoft of the Englith thips, could get up with 
the flernmoft of the enemy. ‘This thip afterwards proved 
to be the vice-admiral of the Spaniih galleons, mounting 
fixty brafs guns. Jn a very hort time after captain 
Harland began to engage, the Salifbury came in to his 
affiftance ; and by thcir united and [pirited effusts, the 
enemy was fo completely fubdued, that he furrendered as 
foon as the commodore himfelf drew near, and before he 
had fired a fingle ihot. 

Mr. Buichet mentions a fecond prize taken at the fame 
time by thefe thips, and attributes the capture of the 
Spaniih commodore principally to commodore Littleton ; 
but this is generally difbelieved,-and totally unnoticed by 
all otier hiltorians, ‘We do not find any mention made 
of captain Hozier after this time, till the year 1719, when 
he was appointed fecord captain,of the Dorfetthire, the 
fhip on board which the earl of Berkeley hoifted his flag 
with a {pecial commiffion, under which he poffeffed an. 

authority 
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authority little inferior to that of a lord high admiral, “he. 
having under him vice-admiral Littleton, a3 captain of the 
fleet, and Mr. Hozier as fecond, or firft captain of the 
Migs with the rank of rear-admiral for the time being. 

‘a the 8th ef May following he was promoted to be 
rear-admiral of the whitey and in the cafaing fpring 
hoilted his flag on board the Prince Frederic, of feventy 
guns, being appointed fecond in command of the fleet 
fent, under fir John Norris, to the Baltic. He again 
ferved in the fame ftation during the year 1721 5 but it 
needlefs to fay any thing of the few occurrences which 
took place during the expedition, as, although of a very 
uninterefting nature, they have been already related in the 
account of the commander-in-chicf. On hisreturn from 
this fexvice, if it could be faid to deferve that name, he 
was immediately appointed fecond in command of a 
fquadron ordered to be equipped for a fecret expedition, 
under fir Charles Wager. The immediate obje& of it 
appears to have been the chaitifement of the Portiguefe, 
who had behaved with much infolence, and even con~ 
demned two Englith gentlemen to fuer death, by an 
abfolute and almoft totally forgotten law, under pretence 
of their having been concerned in an illicit exportation 
of gold coin. 

he impending terrors of war had fufficient influence 
over the Portuguele councils, to awe that impotent nation 
into complete fubmiffion, fo that the fquadron was dif- 
manted without ever putting to fca, and confequently 
without affording us any other circumftance relative to 
Mr. Hozier, than that he was promoted to be vice-adini- 
yal of the blue on the 16th of Februaty 1722-3, and ac- 
cordingly hoifted his flag at the fore-top-maft-head of the 
Byedah. The fleet being difmantled and laid up imme- 
diately afterwards, Mr. Flozier did noe again appear as 
holding any naval employment till the year 1726. The 
reftlefs temper of the Spaniards, and their intrigues with 
the court of Peterfburgh, rendering it very apparent that 
the want of an opportunity of ftriking a blow was all that, 
prevented them from openly breaking forth into immedi- 
ate hoftilities, the adminiftration of that time, pacifically 
@9 it Was inclined, was afraid to temporize any longer. 
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
